It also explained the ferocity 


of Britain's week end raids on 
Germany's footholds in Norway, 
especially at Narvik, where the

Saturday,

at Stavanger; where British war- 
planes have made repeated raids. 
Not only were the British strik- 
ing at Germany's sea lines of 
communication with her expedi- 
tionary army, it appeared, but 
also were 
covering 
transports 


bearing her own troops and sup- 
plies to Norway. 


In 
Washington, 
President 
Roosevelt expressed the determin- 
ation of the Western Hemisphere 
to "live ,in peace and make that 
peace secure." 


Addressing 
the 
governing 


board of the Pan-American Union 
on the observance of that organ- 
ization's 50th 
anniversary, 
Mr. 


Roosevelt said the 21 American 
republics could keep open 
the 


way to eventual peace "only if 
we are prepared to meet force 
with force if challenge is ever 
made."

in Narvik and Norwegian forces, 
now fully mobilized in that area. 


Britain previously had given no 


confirmation to recurring rumors 
that her forces were on the way 
to battle the* Germans. 


From Berlin came the German 


assertion that no British troops 
had landed anywhere on points 
occupied by German forces, in- 
cluding Narvik. It was admitted,

NARVIK REPORTED TO 


HAVE BEEN SUNK 


STOCKHOLM, April 15. 
'M 
British forces were 


reported 
today 
to 
have 


landed in Narvik under the 
protection of naval shell- 
fire which drove the Ger- 
mans 
from 
the northern 


Norwegian ore port into 
the mountainous Interior. 
The 
British 
warships 


raided Narvik Saturday, appar- 
ently preparatory to a landing by 
British soldiers or marines, were 
said to have the city under con- 
trol of their guns. 


This report, from the Norwegian 


radio at the port of Bodo, south 
of Narvik, followed a Norwegian 
army communique reporting that 
Norwegian troops north and west 
of Narvik were ready to attack 
the Germans. 


The Norwegian commander said 


the German forces had retreated 
hastily and were believed to bo 
incapable of strong resistance to 
the Norwegians who, ho said, are 
now fully mobilized in the north. 


These sources said that all Ger- 


man warships 
in Narvik, hope- 


lessly outweighed, by tho stronger 
British naval 
force, 
had 
been 


sunk while trying .to keep the 
British out of 
Rombaks 
fjord, 


which controls the port. 


(The 
British havo said seven 


German destroyers were sont to 
the bottom in the Saturday raid. 
It Is acknowledged in Berlin that 
tho British have achieved a naval 
blockade of Narvik).

AT SEVERAL POINTS IN 
NORWAY ANNOUNCED

LONDON, April 15, 
Gi'eat Britain announced 


today she had landed sol- 
diers at several p hits in 
Norway to press the war 
against the German invad- 
ers while her navy and air 
force hurled new bolts at 
the nazis In widespread sections 
in and around Scandinavia. 


The brief statement In a 1olnt 


war office-admiralty communique 
that British troops are on Nor- 
wegian 
soil capped a week-end 


crammed with these reports by 
the British: 


1. The laying of a huge mine 


barricade across the entire Ger- 
man Baltic coast from Kiel Bay 
to Lithuania, 


2. Tho torpedoing of the 10,000-' 
ton German pocket battleship Ad- 
miral Scheer by the British sub- 
marine Spearfish. Tho admiralty 
did not say whether the Admiral 
Scheer was sunk. 


3. The sinking by British sub- 


marines of two German trans- 
ports, bringing to 12 tho total of 
transport 
and supply ships re- 


ported sunk in recent days. The 
admiralty also said its submarines 
scored four hits on a transport 
convoy in the Skogerrak. 


4. Continued British aerial raids

For material that does not ravel, 
leave edges unfinished or pinked, 
for material that ravels, stitch 1-16 
inch from edge, or turn edge un- 
der and stitch. Hems for school 
or sport dresses, should be put in 
on machine, for nice dresses, put 
in by hand. Sleeves should have 
Mack French seams, that is, stitch 
twice on wrong side, 
1-4 
inch 
apart, overcast edges 'If desired. 
Darts, stitch In place, tie threads 
In double knot and clip threads. 
Cuffs and collar should be put on 
wltl bias facing.

Road* Worn Out. 


The Harrison county judge said 
that the gravel roads provided for 
in a bond issue in 1916 had already 
been worn out. He warned that 
the people should be very slow in 
voting bonds for any project, and 
If they do so, should see the bonds 
do not extend longer than life of 
the project. He declared that under 
the unit system in his county since 
1935 
there have ifceen 160 miles of 


gravel and 55 miles of oiled roads 
constructed. He pointed out that 
under the precinct commissioner 
system, all funds are used from 
year to year for. maintenance and 
there Is no new construction. 


County employees in the 
road 


and bridge system have been re- 
duced from 74 to 47 in number, 
while the gravel trucks have been 
increased from four to ten. He 
declared under the system, Harri- 
son county believes a county-wide 
system of county all-weather roads 
will be provided with every county 
road either graveled or oiled, 
Questions Asked.

He de- 
clared he had not come here for 
any political reasons, but was in- 
terested in county government. He 
said it was necessary to increase 
efficiency in the county govern- 
ment or we will have the govern- 
ment located more and more In 
Austin and Washington with in- 
creased taxes. 


Increased Efficiency. 


He declared the Harrison coun- 


ty plan was nothing to get excit- 
ed about, but merely putting the 
road and bridge work under one 
head with increased efficiency. 


He said to buy in quantity and 


save money, and then added that 
his county was purchasing bridge 
timber at $17.76 per 
1000 feet, 


while gasoline is secured for a 
fraction under 9 cents per gallon, 
and with the state 4-cent refund, 
a net price of slightly less than 5 
cents per gallon Is the cost. 


The speaker said the employees 


resided in various sections of the 
county, but reported to the cen- 
tral warehouse for duty each day, 


I He said the report that all heavy 
machinery was brought 
to 
the 


central warehouse each week was 
erroneous and would be uneconomi- 
cal. The engineer said malntainers 
should be used for dragging, with 
tractors and graders used only for 
construction work, pointing out 
the fast rate required for dragging 
will wear the heavy machinery too 
much. He pointed out that Harri- 
son county uses one malntalner 
for each 200 miles of road and 
that tho 1940 budget for road and 
bridge purposes is $120,000. 
The 


Navarro county road and bridge 
budget was quoted at $122,000. Na- 
varro county has in excess of 1,000 
miles of county roads while Har- 
rison has about 900. There are 7SO 
miles of school bus routes in Har- 
rison county.

estrand, Kongsberg, Drammon and 
Kokksund, all south or west of 
the capital, were reported In nazi 
hands, North of the city the Ger- 
mans were said to be holding all 
the area to Lake Mjos^en, Including 
the towns of Jevnaker, Lillestrom, 
Romerlke, Honefoss and Idsvold. 


German troops also were re- 


ported to have occupied Elvei'um, 
which is about 35 miles from Oslo 
and north' and slightly to the 
east of Lake Mjoscn. 


The villages of Hamar 
and 


Gjovik on the northern ahorea of 
Lake Mjosen 
were bombed in- 


.termUtently by 
German war- 


planes, and the area was virtually 
abandoned by civilians, 


Sweden itself remained
